Speculation may turn again towards 
the balloon or airship plan, and it is noteworthy 
that the tragedy of Andre’s fate has not 
' prevented other projects of 4 similar kind from 
being pressed forward, Mr. Wellman proposes 
to make his start by the aerial route next year, 
and his scheme would appear to involve. the 
conjoint potentialities of brilliant success and 
hopeless disaster.

It is a 
symptom of degeneracy, . whenever such enter- 
prise comes to be slighted qs a mere form 
of infatuation. Arctic exploration is in nu 
sense a fruitless expenditure of life and 
energy in the cause of vain glory. It holds 
the key to many secrets for which Science 
is clamorous, ‘and its risks are only those 
which races with the instinct of conquest are 
ever ready to court for their ideals, The 
Arctic field is almost neglected just now by 
Englishmen, though we can happily point to 
the records of the Discovery and the Scotia at 
the earth’s other extremity in proof that the 
spirit of Franklin, Parry, McClure and Nares 
is not extinguished. The great Ice Wars are 
not the least important test of national vita- 
lity, and if the races for the Poles are never 
to be won, the country which can claim to 
be foremost in them still holds no empty 
honour,

When Dr. Nansen visited England after his 
last long sojourn in* the Aretic night, he 
pointed out that he had left nearly four degrees 
between his “Farthest North” and the Pole 
itself to be covered by English enterprise. The 
margin has been twice reduced in the inter- 
vening years — on the first occasion by the Duke 
of the Abruzzi’s expedition, and on the second 
thro the indomitable persistence of Com- 
mander Peary. That gallant American sailor 
has crowned his fifth expedition into the 
unknown by reaching a latitude of 87 deg. 6 
min, N., or within 203 miles of the spot which 
eye hath not seen, but towards which human 
wonder stretches with an indefatigable yearn- 
ing.

HIS MANNERS AND MORALS. 


_— 


To rue Eprror oF tHe “Eayprian Gazerre.” 
Dear Sir,—‘‘Al Mosyad” has published an 
interesting reply to my last letter, the author 
of which points out that generalisation is 
usually unjust. This I admit again, and 
again point oat that in any community the 
mejority does generalise and must generalise. 
It has not the time, the jadgment, or, I fear, 
the desire to do otherwise. 

1 am quite ready to subscribe to ‘Al 
Moayad’s” opinion that women of all na- 
tionalitics are absolutely safe from molesta- 
tion in the shops of thie principal Arab traders. 
Indeed, I consider the Moslem merchants ot 
Cairo to be in manners and morals fat superior 
to the classes that are ranked above them. 
But when ladies who understand Arabic are 
lucky if they can pass in front of certain cafés, 
stc., situated in the most respectable quar- 
ters of Cairo, without hearing the most atro- 
cious commente, every section of the Earo- 
pean community which cares for the honour 
of its women and their freedom from mo- 
lestation will naturally form a low opinion of 
the whole class to which the ribald imperti- 
nents belong. It is, moreover, unfortunately 
troe that those who are the worst. offenders 
in this respect are not ignorant workmen or 
fellaheen, but men possessed of some means 
and education, often holders of grades—in 
' fact, corresponding to the upper middle class 
of European countries. : 

My critic remarks: ‘We recognise the 
excellent character borne by Englishwomen of 
the apper classes. Cannot their very virtues im- 
pose respect ?” ‘I'rue, in theory. Bat in practice 
self-respecting men are extremely unwilling to 
take the risk that their wives or sisters will 
ancceed in imposing this respect on all their 
Moslem visitors. They argue that if men 
belonging to ‘a superior class” of Egyptian 
can insult respectable women in public —and 
these insults are anhappily too frequent jast 
now—it is best to avoid close social relations 
with that class for the present. \ I grant that in 
many cases the generalisation is\anjast, but it 
ig based upon certain well-koown facts. H.H. 
Princess Nazli Hanem is qnoted by Mr. de 
Querville as giving a very unfavourable opi- 
nion of the class to which I refer. 

Finally, I should like to pcint out to my 
Egyptian critica that the women of the country 
are extraordinarily free from insult on the part 
' of Europeane, and that on the principle of 
' reciprocity it is only reasonable that Europesn 
‘women should claim and deserve the same 
immunity.—I am, ete.,

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MAHOMEDANS IN INDIA. 


It is stated that it is settled in effect that 
the Mahomedans of India shall hold an 
annual gathering to counterbalance in some 
measure the National Congress of the Hindas.

MOTOR BOATS FOR EGYPT.

EGYPTIAN PATRIOTISM. 


LACK OF UNITY. 


Mahmoud Taher Effendi Haki is the anthor 
of an interesting article upon the moch dis- 
oussed question of Egyptian patriotism, in 
which he attributes its feebleness to the aloof- 
ness of the classes of the people. 

It 18 not open to doubt, he says, that the 
Egyptians love their country and devoutly 
with her to reach the level of tha most pros- 
perous countries of the world, but that love of 
country is individual and not public-spirited, 
owing to the want of cohesion among the 
classes of the nation. 

To show a real and national feeling of 
patriotism the Egyptians must adapt them- 
selves to the existing conditions by ~a wise 
and moderate policy. They must clearly 
recognise the obligation under which England 
has placed them by raising the country to a 
height of prosperity never attained by their 
forefathers, whose ambitions were easily satis- 
fied. But the present-day Ezyptian is discon- 
tented with the progress which has besn made 
possible to him. 

When England occapied this country after 
the rebellion of Arabi tho political change 
which robbed them of their independence was 
unwelcome. British influence grew year by 
year and after a quarter of a centary the 
Egyptian nation opposes the occupying Power 
on one all-important point. The Egyptians 
assert their capability of assuming their own 
Government, and, on the other hand, Evgland 
contends that the time is not yet ripe fer 
them to stand alone.

On the other hand England would have 
no right in putting the Egyptians onder a 
yoke of injustice, and in turning a deaf ear 
to their rightful dengiids: Let both nations 
act in barmony for the country’s weal, and 
with the progress of education the independ- 
ence of Ezypt will be regained.

AN ANCIENT ARCHITECT. 


—_— -—- a 


Mr. W. St. Ched Boscawen writes to tha 
‘ Globe” as follows :— 

The great work of exploration, now drawing 
near completion, on which the Egypt Explora- 
tion Fund have been engaged at Dairel- 
Bahari, natnral'y draws attantion to the men 
to whom we ows the beantiful edifices of the 
Temples of the ‘I'welfsh and Eighteenth 
Dynasties. Tha decoration of the first temple, 
that of Menta-betep III., we may certainly 
assign to Mertisen, who was a ekilled artist- 
erafts:man, and who appears, from his work 
recently exhibited in London, to have been the 
originator of the style of high coloured relief 
which provad so effactive in the adornment 
of the older Hathor Temple. The second and 
erander temple, built by the remarkable Queen 
Hatshepsnt, was certainly ths work of Senmat 
—one of the most remarkable of the many 
artists and statesmen of the T’heban Coart. 
Hatshepsut seems to have bad the power of 
finding men of talent evan of obscure origin, 
and raising them to high positions in the 
State. Sermut appcars to have been one of 
these protégés, for it is stated on his statue 
found in the temple of Mat at Thebes by 
Messrs. Benson and Gourlay, that he was a 
man ‘whose ancestors were not found in 
writing ;’ that is, were not members of the 
Nheban aristecracy. Beside this statue there 
is anotber in Ber!in, and bis tomb was found 
bv Dr. Steindorf at Abdel Gurneh in 1895. 
From these records it is possible to compile a 
fairly complete bicyraphy cf this remarkable 
man. He first appears as having been sent to the 
granite qnarries at Assovan to superintend the 
entting ot two gredt obelisks for the Qneen, 
which were erected at Karnak, ani one of 
which still remains ia situ. It was, however, 
as a builder end architect that ho was most 
celebrated, He isstyled ‘the architect of all 
the works of the @Qneen in Karnak, Erment, 
of Deir-el-Bahari, and of the Theban temple 
of Mat, where hig statue was found. He says 
that ‘he was great in establishing the mont- 
ments of the mistress of the twolands, and in 
erecting all works.” He was also overseer and 
soperintendent ofall temples—that is, architect 
to the ecclesiastical commissioners of the 
period. 

Ha gained the complete confidence of his 
royal mistress, for ha says “that I filled the 
heart of the Q een daily, I was opright, and 
the mistress of tw) lands wag pleased witb 
that which cama forth from my mouth.” That 
the Queen did so favour him is shown by the 
statue being eracted by order cf the Queen, 
for it beats tha inscription :—‘Presented by 
order ot the Queen, so that his memory might 
be good before the psople for all time.” Like 
Rubens, of whom it is said, ‘S’amudt d’étre 
ambassadeor,’ Senmut held high offices of 
State. He is called ‘Great one of the great 
ones,’ and as sach was a species of Prime 
Minister, ‘for all affairs were reported to me, 
and I directed the North and South.” Hs was 
also “Royal Chancellor snd Keeper of the 
King’s Seal.” Cf course, like most Egyptian 
offivials, he had also priestly offjses, «He was 
chief priest of the Mortuary ‘Temple of Aah. 
mes, the fsondar of the dynasty, end chief over 
the Secrats of tha Great Hoase and Temple of 
Amen in Karnak. He was aleo keezer of the 
store houses and the gardens of Amen, the 
latter being those planted by the Queen with 
atrange plants from the Holyland of Punt, 
Snch is the man whom the great Queen raised 
from obacarity to greatnes’, and whore name 
will sorvive to all time jn his great work—-‘he 
Temple of Deir-el-Bahari, 43 the monument of 
Sir Christopher Wren is found in St. Paul’s 
itself. ‘This history cf so great an artist is 
another proof of the extent to which indivi- 
duslity was recognised in Egypt, and not, as in 
Assyria, ali merged in the King’s person,
